Put  your  oil  in  Ike  best  paper,  and 
then  watch  (lie  paper  and  the  ad. 
Have  a  system  of  clieckiug  the  returns 
received,  and  lie  very  sure  of  this 
much  i  If  the  ad  doeen’t  pay,  the  fault 
is  in  tbe  ad  or  the  goods  or  the  store 
—not  in  the  paper 

I  believe  that  the  standing  of  the 
paper  reflects  on  the  advertisements 
it  carries.  There  is  another  thought 
which  never  occurred  to  uie,  but  which 
was  conveyed  in  a  remark  recently 
made  to  mo  by  no  advertising  man¬ 
ager  He  said :  “A  sleepy  paper 
gathers  a  sleepy  Constituency.  An 
alert,  wide-awake,  progressive  sheet 
gets  readers  who  like  that  sort  of 
thing— or  lifts  theta  to  ita  level.” 

The  uewspuper  goes  right  into  its 
reader’s  house — goes  in  and  sits  down 
with  him.  It  is  on  the  table  when  he 
eats,  and  in  his  ham  Is  while  he  is 
smoking  aftet  the  meal.  „  It  reaches 
him  when  he  is  iu  ail  approachable 
condition. 

Tbat  s  the  time  to  tell  him  about 
your  business — clearly,  plainly,  con¬ 
vincingly — as  one  man  talks  to  an¬ 
other. 

Tbe  first  insertion  of  ait  advertis- 
rneut  very  seldom  pays.  That  is  to 
say — if  you  have  never  advertised  be¬ 
fore  in  a  certain  paper,  it  will  take 
some  little  time  for  its  readers  to  get 
acquainted  with  yod,  and  .until  they 
do,  doukt  expect  much  return.  There 
are  occasional  exceptions,  of  course, 
but  they  are  few  and  far  between.

For  that  reason,  programmes  and 
wall  bangers  ar.d  schemes  of  all  aorta, 
from  an  industrial  wriUhup  of  the 
town  to  a  picture  card;  are  never 
tffective.  It  may  be  well  enough  to 
indulge  iu  u  pretty  novelty  occasion¬ 
ally,  if  you  are  using  all  lUs  space  you 
need  iu  tbe  papers. 

I  hare  beeu  a  publisher  of  pro¬ 
grammes  und  of  other  "schemes'’ — I 
have  advertised  in  them,  and  iu  my 
experience  on  Iwtlfjqdes  qjf  the  fence 
l  have  never  tt^lu’d'  or  knowu  of  a 
single  advertisement  in  a  medmrtif?) 
of  that  kind  that  paid. 

The  newspaper  goes  into  the  house 
bristling  with  intelligence,  brimful  of 
the  news  of  the  world,  sparkling  with 
the  daily  doings  uf  the  eommuuity. 
If  its  advertisers  are  awake  to  tliei 
opportunities,  it  continue  businesxr 
news  of  value  to  every  reader,  for  it 
pays  to  read  advertismentiiL
